CONFLICT IN THE MIDDLE EAST

RESPONSIBILITIES IN THE WORLD TODAY

Germany’s freedoms have been changing a 
lot lately. In different periods of history, 
Germany has been faced with many freedom 
changes. Now East and West Germany are 
united under one country. But East Germany, 
which was a Communist country at one time, 
does not know how to use its freedoms wisely 
and problems are occurring.

CHANGING FREEDOMS AND

The biggest changes in freedoms and 
responsibilities in the world today are 
happening in Germany. After the fall of 
theBerlin Wall, Germany has become unified 
once more, however, the citizens of East 
Germany are not used to all of the 
responsibilities that come along with the 
freedoms. Communist government has, in the 
past, provided their citizens with all the items 
essential for survival. 


The new German Republic gives the citizens 
of East Germany a chance to earn their own 
money and benefits, which they did not have 
after World War II.

Today 
because Hitler is dead and Germany is 
reunified, all citizens can practice freedom of 
speech.

They have been sheltered 
all their lives and cannot provide for 
themselves. I hope things work out in these 
nations. I am glad that these events are taking 
place. I also feel sympathy for the people that 
are having problems providing for themselves.

Paul Fields is a sculptor who lives and works 
in the Clifton neighborhood on Stevenson 
Avenue near KSB. He wanted to give something 
to the school, so he approached Mr. Evans with 
the idea of a sculpture suitable for students’ 
enjoyment on campus. 


Five years ago, KSB students voted between 
two free-form designs presented by Mr. Fields. 
Students chose the design for the _ stone 
sculpture now located in the playground area in 
front of the Food Service Center. Money for the 
sculpture was raised by Mr. Fields and Donna 
Weiner, then a volunteer Braillist at the school. 


The sculpture consists of black granite from 
Georgia and white marble from Brazil. The 
white marble was originally a block of stone 
measuring 8’ by 12’. Students interpret the 
shape of the piece in many ways such as a duck 
without a bill, a shoe, a musical note, or even a 
ball. With its 4 1/2-foot-tall opening, many 
students enjoy crawling or sitting in the 
sculpture. The surfaces are constantly explored 
by inquiring fingers, because the two textures 
almost invite you to touch. 


The sculpture is unnamed at this time. 
Perhaps as students spend more time with the 
art piece, a suitable name will naturally grow to 
fit the sculpture. 


Dedication of the sculpture formally took 
place on May 9th, as a part of Founder’s Day 
activities.
